It Is a great treat for young Russian 


officers when they are off duty for a 
day to make a call at tbe Bed Cross 
field hospital, writes Dr. Eugene T. 
Hvd la the Chicago Tribune. 


I had been particularly Impressed 


for moat time by a handsome young 
oflcsr wbo belonged to thr engineer- 
lag department, as be wore a St 
Oeorg* cross, and I had been anxious 
to get bis story. 


My opportunity came one evening 


after dinner, when be was in a talka- 
tive mood, and he told me tbe story. 


It took place during tbe winter cam- 


paign la German Polssjd. One morn- 
lac before tbe break of day be bad 
crawled out In front ot the Russian 
trenches and was surprised by*two 
German outposts 
As they bad seen 


aim first, one of them bsd got between 
torn aad bis trench There was Dott- 
ing to do but throw up Us bands aad 
submit to capture. He was taken to 
the German trench, where be was 
tuned over to a lieutenant; who spoke 
a few words of praise to ale captors 
and seat tbem back to their posts. 


Offered Cupful ef Coffee. 


The officer conducted my friend down 


the ticacb to where tbe captain ot Us 
company was sitting looking over a 
chart and sipping black coffee from a 
laifs granite cap. He was very well 
plsasid to see the Russian officer. Aft- 


tarn, (or be thought tbe Russian was 
showing tbe white feather. Be de- 
tailed a volunteer to take him back to 
the rear. His guard was a young fel 
low whose home was In tbat neighbor- 
hood. He bad volunteered only a short 
tune before. 


My friend, watching bis chance ss 


they passed into a small clump of 
trees, grabbed the German around tb« 
waist and pinioned both his arms so 
tbat be could not use tbe gun 
Being 


much tbe stronger, be soon had tbe 
best of tbe German. Taking tbe rifle 
be la turn made tbe German captive 


Oannan OMoers Rid* Fact. 


They were just turning away from 


tbe road and bad not taken a dosen 
steps when some German officers came 
riding along 


To his surprise the volunteer drop- 


ped on tbe ground and motioned him 
to do likewise. After tbe horsemen 
passed tbe German started off across 
a field toward the trenches. AS they 
harried along be explained tbat be 
knew tbe lay of the land well. Not 
knowing of anything better to do. my 
Mead followed. Much to his bewild- 
erment h* was taken late a tnoon tbat 
bad been captured only a few momenta 
before from the German*. 


Afrelifl Or DtHn PwuiKy*> 


As be tuned tbe volunteer over to a 


guard be asked him why bo bad shun- 
ned tbe German officers when be 
knew mr friend could offer DO 
aace. Tbe reply was tbat If h* bad 
called for nelp and tbey bad (Mud 
him so careless as to allow himself to 
be captured by an unarmed prisoner 
tbey would have shot him. His only 
salvation la/ In getting to th* enemy's 
trenches. 


As my friend went to tbe rear to re- 


port to his commander be passsd a 
lute of prisoners. Among tb* officers 
be noticed tbe heavy mustache of tbe 
captain wbo bad sent him to the fear 
only a snort time before. Ho turned 
his bead as bo went by so tbat the 
taptala would not recognise Urn. 


After telling bis story to bis com- 


manding officer bo asked permission 
to give tbe German captain a cop of 
coffee, as It was coM. aad be wished 
to return tbe favor tbat bad been giv- 
en him earlier in tb* morning. 


As tb* colonel was pleased wltb my 


Mead's escape aad also wltb the morn- 
ing's attack, no gav* bis consent Tb* 
engineer went Into tb* officer's nj*ss 
sad, selecting a nice, large cap, bad It 
llled with hot coffe* and took tt oat to 
where tbeprt 


er talking to Mm a few minutes and 
asking a few leading questions, to 
which be received aa evasive answer 
la each case, be pulled! bto heavy mus- 
tache sad wttb a-broad smile Invited 
tb* Russian to Job bin la a cup of 
coffee, which was gladly accepted,

Assistant State Auditor M. C. Me- 


Intosh 'has Just completed aa exam 
Ination and audit of the various of 
flees of Voluila county, and his report 


submitted by Governor Tram 


mell to the board of county commls 
aloners at the meeting of that body 
Monday evening. 


The auditor found that S. D. Pea 


cook, when serving as county gam 
warden, had collected $1,950 as fee 
where jail sentences bad been served 
Instead of Ones paid by offenders 
against the game and fish laws, and 
that Charles Jones had been paid 
$713 under like conditions. 
The at 


torney general has held that the pay 
ment of these fees was illegal and 
the auditor demanded the return o 
the money to the county treasury 
Both Mr. Peacock and Mr. Jones have 
refused to return the money unless 
so ordered by a court ot competen 
jurisdiction. Governor Trammell In 
a supplementalfeommnnieatlon to th 
board suggested that that body make 
a formal demand for the return o 
the money and If the demand is not 
complied with the attorneys for the 
board were authorised to commence 
suit 


The auditor found some objection 


to the sheriff's accounts, partlcnlarlv 
where mileage had been charged 
bringing prisoners from beyond tbe 
confines of the state aad these al 
leged overcharge* have 
been 
re- 


turned to the county treasurer by 
Sheriff Smith. This leaves the sher- 
iff in the position of bavins; brough 
prisoners, Including one negro from 
California, back to tbe state at his 
own expense. 


The auditor's report In reference to 


the sheriff's office is as follows: 


"Upon examination of tbt) Sheriff! 


office from the beginning of his pres 
ent term, I find that the distance 
from the court house to certain point 
within the county is greater by rai 
than by the public road; tbat from 
time immemorial mileage has been 
reckoned and charged for according 
to the railroad mileage, -while It Is 
usual to travel the public road. In 
other eases I find that the distance 
travelled was actually greater than 
the mileage charged for. It also ap- 
pears from the records that the mile- 
age charges to points above referred 
to were also made by the former 
sheriff, and that these charges have 
been customary for a number ot 
years. 
In some cases where prison- 


ers were brought from beyond the 
limits of the state, according to the 
opinions of the attorney general upon 
the statute which governs In this 
matter, excessive charges have been 
made. 


"In view of the above I have care- 


fully gone over the bills paid by the 
county tor the period mentioned, 
charging the sheriff with all over- 
charges and giving him credit for all 
undercharges. 
A statement of 


amounts due was made to the sbesjfr, 
which was paid as shown by owttnty 
treasurer's receipts 
numbers 
(41, 


642 and MB. Tbe sheriff stated at 
the beginning of my investigation If 
he had made any errors in his 
charge* he would gladly repay the 
county any amounts found to be due, 
and upon presentation wltn~a State- 
meat the same was paid promptly. 


"Having verified by the records 


the fact tbat tbe charges made by 
the sheriff la the matter of mileage 
to certain points, as above referred 
to, have been the customary charges 
of the office for a number of years 
acludlng a period prior to bis In- 
cumbency In office, sad In view of 
he fact that the undercharges were 
In about tbe same proportion as the 
overcharges so far as the number of 
cases Involved, and "having examined 
carefully tbe records of alt bids palff 
o th* sheriff by the county tor the 
period mentioned, I am convinced 
hat the sheriff has not 
purposely 


charged any excessive fees, but tbat 
he errors in overcharges aad under 
charges were due to aa Interpretation 
of the laws governing the fees in 
ach cases different from tbat placed 
upon them by this department"

Bint locks and smooth bored barrels to 
the famous "Springfield" of the war 
between tbe elate* period and tbe still 
more famous 30 caliber rifle of today, 
which has been pronounced tbe most 
serviceable small arm In tbe world. 


The Springfield armory: with It* va- 


rious foundries, factories, carpenter 
shops, barracks and utoreliouses. bus 
cost tbe United States government In 
the neighborhood of fiHl.OOiUMKi. This 
expenditure bus enabled the ordnance 
department to supply UK enlisted men 
with tbe best type of army ride, re 
volver and saber at a very small i-ost 


Moreover, in (terlods of prvsxing neeil 


the government has never IHI-II luim 
pared by red tape, commit* anil spe 
clal legislation In order to iirm UK 
forces. Dunns five wars SprliiKtield 
has been able to turn out eimuKU arm* 
for/ Immediate service, or at least 
enough to take carp of emergencies, 
though of coarse the government has 
purchased rifles from private firms.
